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LOSS BY GREAT GALE 


EXCEEDS $1,000,000 


Damage to Property and by Loss of 
Time Reaches This Enormous Total 
—Ship Owners are Heaviest Suffer- 
ers—Dockmen and Almost Every In- 
dustry Involved. . 


Port Arthur, Oct, 18.—Apart from 
the direct loss of property occasioned 
by wrecks and other items of dam- 
ages sustained Dy the storm of last 
week, which is now blowing itself out 
and allowing bonts to again 
with their usual regularity, the loss 
to commerces is well over a million 
dollars. 

There is no way of making a direct 
estimate of the figures that would 
cover the losees, but there are 80 
many affected by the tie-up that it is 
quite safe to say that the million 
dollar mark was easily reached in 
the six days that-the heavy wind pre- 
vailed, , Well-informed shipping men 
made the estimate today that there 
sre probably forty Canadian vessels 
seriously affected by the storm, They 
woulki divide these equally on the 
three lakes, Superior, Huron and Erie. 

Every Boat Lost Time. 

Only a few boats were able to get 
along on any of the three lakes with? 
out some loss of time. Even the big 
Cc. P. R. and Northern Navigation 
tcamers, which tan close to their 
schedules, lost a few houre on each 
ran, What is regarded as a fair esti- 
mate of time lost by boats is between 
me and a half and two days for each 
ov the forty boate involved. 

By reason of the fact that expenses 
would go ou just the same in payment 
of crews and fuel bills, the loss to the 
steamship owners would be the total 
of their possible earnings. The aver- 
age earnings of a Canadian lake ves- 
eel is set at $300 per day, Therefore 
the loss in receipts for freight carried 
“vould amount to about $24,000, But 
this is nop the only loss! Shippers, 
consignees, consumers and others are 
involved just the same as if the trade 
were tied wp with a strike, 

First the laborers on the docks have 
had, their sehson shortened by about 
a week, In Port Arthur and Fort Wil- 
liam alone there are at a low estimate 
1,000 men employed on the docks, who 
have no work when the boats are not 
running, Giving them twelve hours 
a day for six days their loss totals 
around $15,0060, These men average 
12 hours a day work or 72 hours tor 
the week, therefore their loss in earn- 
ings is that which would be paid for 
72,000 hours work at about 21 cents 
an hour, 

Boat Owners Biggest Losers, 

Recently a big sawmill plant in this 
vicinity was tied up dor three weeks 
while waiting for tfie delivery of a 
piece of steel that was delayed = im 
such an unavoidable way as this 
storm, has held many other articles. 
It has been estimated that the loss to 
the bcat owners and men employed 
at the docks is only about one-third 
the total, when all others involved are 
included, The boat owners and dabor- 
ers, by the figures given above, would 
lose practically $55,000 hy the week's 
storm, Multiply this by three and 
the total to Canadian business, in- 
cluding railways, which have been 
waiting for shipments, merchants, 
manufacturers and others, would 
reach the $165,000 mark. On the 
United States of the line the 
shipping interests woul] le3e propor- 
tionately, 

Strike Declared Off. 

The sheet metal worke:s have offi- 
cially declared their strike off, hav- 
ing obtained a settlement ‘by cont- 
promise, which is satisfactory to both 
parties, The settlement of the strike 
haa been brought about as a result of 
the sheep metal workers accepting a 
minimum wage of 41 cents per hour. 
The original wage asked for was 41 1-2 
eonts as agains 39 cents, previous to 
the walk out, The union is satisfied 
even though it was;unable to get all 
it asked for, H, W. Marshall, the 
president of local No, 31, stated that 
the men were all at work and that 
now the demand for men was greater 
than the supply, This ends another 
o? the) strikes, that has, undeniably, 
been affecting the builling trade very 
seriously, The strike started in the 
last week in July and it was ay fist 
thoght several of the unions would 
go out in sympathy, Such, however, 
did not prove the ease, though indi- 
vidual strikes of the unions did take 
place, hich have, however, all been 
practically settled.

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KING GEORGE MAY ABDICATE. TAKING OVER OF BANK WILL U. S. VIOLA TS AGREEMENT 


Military Bills Poseod Che of 
Deputies — These Mav Remove 
™ Monerch. 


Athens, October 19.—It is not at all 
improbable that King George may 
socn end his reign by stepping from 
the throne. The climax td revent 
events in Greece's carter came yes 
terday in the sensational acts by the 


monarch and the legislative states- 
men, which may result eventually 
in abdication. Premier Mayromic- 


halis having announced the desire of 
the royal princes to have the bills 
relating to their services ‘» the army 
adopted, the Chamber of Deputies, 
without discussion, voted the bills 
abolishing the right of the Crown 
Prince to hold the position of com 
manderin-chief and of the other 
princes to hold military commands. 

The sdoption of the military re- 
form bills veils a step in the military 
revolution, which yet may involve 
the abdication of King George It 
is understood that His Majesty feels 
acutely his abandonment by the great 
powers in the matter of Greece's as- 
pirations for the annexation of 
Crete, and has considered the po#s?- 
bility of being compelled to abdicate 
as an outcome of the disappointment 
of his people. 

Dominated by Officers’ League. 

The temper of the deputies ap- 
peared to be in favor of rejecting the 
military “bills, but the members of 
the Officers’ League warned the 
chamber of the dangers which would 
result from such rejection and the 
bills passed the first reading, King 
George, who has been living in re 
tirement at Tatol since the recent 
military movement, on being inform- 
ed of the impossibility of another re- 
volutionary move, drove in an auto 
mobile to the capital and instructed 


—— 


his three sons formally to resign 
their army commissions. This done, 
King George summoned Premier 


Mavromichalis to the palace and in 
formed him that he had persuaded 
his sons to resign because he was re- 
luctant to permit the Chamber of 
Deputies to suffer at the hands of 
military revolutionists for its loyalty 
to the crown, 
A Painful Scene. 

The Chamber of Deputies met at 
five o'clock again, A painful 
silence followed the premier’s an- 
nouncement of the decision of the 
princes and thirty loyalist members 
arose and left the house. The cham 
ber then voted the bills. 

King George’a_unexpected act of 
self-renuueiation and the fact that 
the chamber now is completely do- 
minated by the Officers’ League is re- 
garded in many quarters as being in 
compatible with His Majesty's dig 
nity and dis retention of the throne. 

Crown Prince Constantine held the 
position of commander-in-chief of 
the Grecian army; Prince Andrew was 
a captain of the Grecian cavalry, and 
Prince Christopher, a sub-lieutenant 
in the infantry.

Toronto, Ont, Oct. 19.—That the 
deal by which the Bank of Montreal 
took over the Ontario Bank when the 
latter failed three years ago was valid 
and binding, such was the judgment 
handed cut by George Kapeerle, of- 
ficial referee ih that case, this morn- 
ing. ¢ 

This practically has the effect of 
establishing the claira of the Bank of 
Montreal against the Ontario Bank 
assets for $1,481,972.53, though Re- 
feree Kappele does not state that the 
amount of the claim is correct. 

It is more than possible that an 
appeal will be entered by the share- 
holders against this latest decision. 

Referee Kappele holds that the On- 
tario Bank directors did not need to 
call a meeting of their shareholders 
to have the agreement with the Bank 
of Montreal ratified. 

It will be remenybered that W. J. 
MeFarland, a shareholder, applied 
to have the Bank of Montreal’s claim 
disallowed, but the referee dismissed 
the application. An appeal was taken 
to Chancellor Boyd, ‘but he sent it 
back last dune to Referee Kappele. 

It was agreed between the lawyers 
and the © l referee thft this decis- 
ion should settle the disputed point 
of the validity of the agreement, leav- 
ing the exact amount to be later de- 
termined. 

Was Not a Purchase. 

The judgment sayes in part: 

“IT have come to the conclusion that 
the agreement in question was not a 
purchase by the Bank of Montreal o* 
the ussets Of the Ontario Bank within 
the meaning of sections 99 to 1)1 of 
the Bank Aet. The agreement shortly 
recites the assets and liabilities, and 
that Ontario Bank has discontinued 
to carry on ifs business in the ordi- 
nary course, 

“As to enforcing the double tiability 
of the shareholders, this would be 
the legal right of the Bank of Montre- 
ai in any event asa creditor, and ts 
not in any way dependent upon any 
agreement between the two banks. 

“The interest of the shareholders in 
this bank was a small factor in ‘ts 
operations. A reference to the state- 
ment of assets and liabilities shows 
that the capital was $1,500,000. Of 
this, amongst the assets under the 
heading of “Ofticers’ Guarantee 
Fund,” shares of the bank to the 
amount of $221,479 were illegally pur- 
chased by the bank and held by it, 
leaving the net actual capital $1,278,- 
621, ‘Tbe rest appears at $700,000, 
making the total interest of share- 
holders in the bank $1,978,521, but 
the same statement shows that on 
September 29, 1906, there was a de- 
ficiency of assets over liabilities 0%f 
$1,474,219, leaving the actual inter- 
of the sharehotders at $504,301, 
while the bank owed to its deposi- 
tors and others, excluding  share- 
holders, over $15,000,000.” 

Was Best Arrangement. 

“When it is once conceded that the 
bank had reached a crisis in its af- 
fairs, and could not meet its immedi- 
ate obligations, and that fact is un- 
deniabdle, everything else follows 
therefrom. How would the directors 
of this bank ever have dared meet 
their twelve million dollars of de- 
positors if they had declined the ar- 
rangement in question? Immediate 
action Was necessary to save and pro- 
tect the rights of the depositors who 
had\the first claim upon the assets 
of the bank, and the protection of 
the directors, and whose rights were 
paramount over those of the share- 
holders?” 

“This leads up to the question, 
what would have happened. under the 
Bank Act and in law, if one direet- 
ors had not acted as they did. The 
bank, as_the evidence shows, would 
have had to have closed its doors on 
the morning of October 13, to its cre- 
ditors, not to its shareholders, nor to 
its debtors, and the $12,000,000 of de- 
porsitors would have had to wait un- 
til the almost erMless and expensive 
machinery of winding up would have 
enabled a liquidator to realize on the 
assets and pay them dividends from 
time to time. Instead of this situ- 
ation, the directors were, by what one 
would call a lucky chance, able to 
have a strong solvent banking insti- 
tution, like the Bank of Montreal, 
step into the breach, and save them 
from all the anxiety, delay, and ex- 
pense of winding up. 

Directors Have Discretion. 

“The directors of the Ontario Bank, 
under the Bank Act, were not requir- 
ed to call their shareholders together 
for any purpose, either of borrowing 
or liquidation. The Bank Act not 
only makes no provision for such 4 
conference with the shareholders, 
but leaves the absolute power and dis- 
cretion as to those actions in the dli- 
rectors as part of their management 
and disposition of the property affa'rs, 
and concerns of the bank, and te 
Act does not take away these general 
powers of management of the\ direct- 
ors for the purpose of enabling them 
fo pay the bank’s lawful debts. 

“These sections—90 to lll—tead to-

So eareful has 
been Canada to observe the agreement 
that when some time agg attention 
was drawn to the circumstance that 
some of the guns on the cruiser Vigil- 
ant were of a heavier type that pre- 
scribed in the agreement, orders were 
issued that the use of these guns 
should be discontinued. The atten- 
tion of the United States government 
will probably be officially called to 
the press report by the Canadian gov- 
etnment, through the Brytish am- 
bassador at Washington.

TUESDAY'S GRAIN MARKETS. 


Winnipeg, October 19.—Wheat mar- 
kets weakened in the face of extreme* 
ly bearish figures from almost all 
parts of the world and though there 
were no startling breaks the tone of 
the market was heavy and export 
demand was very light. The decline 
in wheat, Winnipeg December, was 
only %, but the close was at 94 cents 
and last Friday December sold freely
